Ford assures 
Asian allies 
of support 


JAKARTA (U PI) - President Ford, 
buoyed by “ very, very constructive” 
talks in China, arrived to an enthusiastic 
welcome by 100.000 Indonesians today 
and declared America is “ a Pacific 
nation” — despite the embarrassment of 
Vietnam 
In a toast at a banquet in his honor. 
Ford told this oil-rich nation the United 
States is dedicated to peace and pro­ 
gress in the Far East 
It was what President Suharto wanted 
to hear — America has no intention of 
pulling out of Asia, despite a lower 
profile in the aftermath of the Vietnam 
War 
The residents of the world's sixth 
largest country gave Ford, his wife Bet­ 
ty and daughter Susan a warm welcome. 
Thousands of school children holding 
pastel parasols against a soft, tropical 
drizzle waved U.S and Indonesian flags 
and cheered and sang to the presidential 
motorcade. 


The largely ceremonial, 19-hour visit 
Jakarta came on the heels of a four-day 
visit to Peking which Ford and his ad­ 
visers hailed as a sign that U.S.-China 
relations are sound and healthy — and 
sure to get better — despite lingering 
disagreements over Taiwan and detente 
with Russia. 


The talks are certain to center on 
energy — Indwiesia is one of the largest 
producers in the world and supplier of 11 
per cent of America’s imports — and in­ 
creased U.S. military aid. which has 
dropped by more than 75 per cent over 
the last several years. 


“ We remain firmly committed to 
peace and security in Southeast Asia and 
throughout Asia.” Ford told his hosts. 


“ We see our own prosperity and 
progress linked with the past popula­ 
tions. the dynamic economies, the abun­ 
dant resources and the rich cultures of 
this great region” 
“ We share a commitment to economic 
and social progress.” he said “ We share 
the realization that international 
cooperation is essential for international 
stability and prosperity” 
Ford s visit IS a show of support for 
Suharto — who came to power by 
crushing a Communist coup in 1965 — at 
a time when Communist power in 
Southeast Asia is growing at a rate caus­ 
ing consrtemation to U S officials. 
Indonesia, with a population of 135 
million, is a major U.S. ally in Southeast 
Asia. Although it has 13.000 islands curv­ 
ing in Its archipelago, two-thirds of them 
live on Java — many in virtual poverty 
But crude oil is Indonesia’s ace in the 
hole The country is a member of OPEC 
^and a key piece in the world’s oil puzzle. 


In his response toast, Suharto expres­ 
sed Indonesia’s misgivings about the 
situation in Southeast Asia in the wake of 
Vietam. and urged the United States to 
remain a force to be reckoned with in the 
Pacific. 
“ Cooperation between Indonesia and 
the United States on a basis of mutual 
respect and equality will contribute to 
postwar stability in this region.” Suhart 
said 
“ With the end of the Vietnamese War 
— although there still exists deep con­ 
cern regarding the possibility of distur­ 
bances threatening the security and 
stability of the various countries and the 
region — the Southeast Asian area is now 
facing a new era with all kinds of new 
challenges and opportunities.” he said.

drops to 8.3% in November 


’ WASHINGTON (U PI) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate fell 0.3 per cent to 
8.3 per cent in November, the sharpest 
decline in six months, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
The decline, which neutralized a 0.3 
per cent increase in October, provided 
an encouraging economic sign — 
particularly when coupled with the news 
Thursday that wholesale prices had 
remained unchanged in November. 


The number of jobless persons fell by 
300.000 to 7.7 million in November. This 
was the biggest percentage decline in un­ 
employment since it dropped from its 
recession peak of 9 2 per cent in May to 
8.6 per cent in June.

'Y' staying open 
despite 'crisis'

In Lompoc, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association could do with pennies from 
heaven — enough to get through to its an­ 
nual sustaining fund drive in February 
The YMCA, located at 222 North I St., is 
facing a financial crisis so dire that direc­ 
tor Karl 0 Johnson and his one-woman 
staff have not been paid in two months 
while unpaid bills pile up. 
However, neither Johnson, the Y board 
or concerned residents want its doors 
closed 


"With the present problem there was an 
option of not having a Y, but the board 
decided this week that that option was not 
the way to go,” Johnson told the Record. 
He added, "We have had response from 
people of ‘Hey. we want the Y to continue; 
keep it open ’ ” 


In a meeting Monday night, the board 
rejected the closing option, settled on a 
scheme to raise enough funds to keep the 
Y operating until February and even out­ 
lined plans to expand the present 
programs offered to the community. 
"The feeling of the board was that we 
have something here,” the director ex­ 
plained. 


The fund raising scheme includes a let­ 
ter writing appeal to 1,500 residents for 
d o n a t i o n s 
and 
a p p r o a c h i n g 
the 
philanthropic Santa Barbara Foundation 
for a handout. 
The Y also will borrow money and more 
funds will come in from profits of a 
barbecue the Ix>mpoc Elks are having for 


the Y at the Lompoc Shopping Center from 
10 a m. to 4 pm Saturday. 
If the Y pulls through to the February 
sustaining fund drive, this crisis will not 
repeat itself next year, Johnson believes. 
What happened this year was that the 
drive failed to raise the $10.000 it should 
have. 
In fact, the drive fell $7.000 short of the 
goal 
"The cash flow moves good in the sum­ 
mer. but the flow is down in the last 
months of the year and that is when the 
sustaining funds sustain us,” he explained. 
According to the director, the 1975 cam ­ 
paign was unsuccessful because there was 
no director at the time The last director, 
Dan Morse, left in December and Johnson 
arrived in May 
Johnson noted that the board’s decision 
to expand programs reflects its con­ 
fidence in the YMCA in Lompoc 
"Together with the expanded program 
and next year’s sustaining fund drive,” he 
said, "we think we can turn it around and 
not have this problem continuously." 
Building a gym facility (along the line of 
a health club) in the Y or at another loca­ 
tion in town, starting the National Basket­ 
ball Association’s YBA program and plac­ 
ing greater emphasis on other Y programs 
make up the expanded program plan 
In the meantime, there is the business of 
meeting a $2,500 monthly overhead, which 
includes two salaries, mortgage pay­ 
ments, insurance and utility costs. 
"We have bills and I will be writing to 
people that they will be paid and I hope 
they will be understanding,” said Johnson

New-found data will help speed 
report on Salsipuedes project

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Witness says 
union leaders 
killed Hoffa 


DETROIT (UPI) - Federal 
officials set the stage today for 
a confrontation between an un­ 
identified witness and three 
New Jersey Teamsters he said 
kidnaped and killed former 
Teamsters International boss 
James Hoffa 
The meeting was set for 
Saturday at an identification 
lineup ordered by a federal 
judge 
Robert Ozer. head of the U S 
Organized Crime Strike Task 
Force in Detroit, said Thursday 
two men may hold the key to 
what happened to Hoffa 
One, he said, was a man who 
said he saw the abduction 
The other, Ozer said, was a 
man who named the New 
Jersey men as participants in 
Hoffa's abduction and murder 
The existence of both was dis­ 
closed Thursday when Ozer ap­ 
peared in a federal court seek­ 
ing an order to compel the New 
Jersey trio to appear for the 
lineup. 
Federal Judge James Chur­ 
chill ordered the lineup after 
Ozer told him the three men 
refused to take part voluntarily. 
Ozer said he would take 
elaborate precautions to pre­ 
vent identification of the 
witness. 
Hoffa vanished July 30 from 
outside a suburban Detroit 
restaurant. Even his family 
long ago conceded he was dead 


But Ozer created a stir in 
federal court when he declared 
Hoffa was kidnaped and mur­ 
dered and when he said a se­ 
cond witness had fingered three 
New Jersey Teamsters as "ac­ 
tive participants" in Hoffa's 
disappearance 
"It came as a surprise to 
me," said Hoffa’s only son. 
Detroit lawyer James Hoffa “ I 
think this is only the first of 
several revelations to come 1 
don't think the full story is out 
yet " 
Ozer 
said 
S a lva to re 
Briguglio. 47. of Paramus. N.J.. 
business agent for Teamsters 
local 560 in Union City and a 
close associate of Anthony 
‘‘Tony Pro” Provenzano. for 
many years the president of 
560, was among the three 
named as the abuctors and 
killers of Hoffa. 
The day Hoffa vanished, he 
told his family, he was meeting 
Provenzano and two other men 
for lunch 
Also named in the abduction 
and killing was Gabriel Bri- 
guglio of East Rutherford. N.J., 
a brother of Salvatore and a 
reputed member of local 560 
The third named was Thomas 
A. Andretta. 38. Hasbrouck 
Heights, N J., a reputed union 
enforcer linked by police 
sources with Joseph “ Bayonne 
Joe" Zicarelli, alleged crime 
boss of northern New Jersev.

Debate brewing over 
curbing CIA powers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate investigators say the CIA 
has conducted thousands of 
covert operations seeking to in­ 
fluence events in Chile and 
other foreign countries. A 
debate is developing over 
whether these powers should be 
curbed and if so, how 
The Senate intelligence com­ 
mittee released a staff report 
Thursday saying the CIA. under 
three presidents between 1963 
and 1973. spent more than $13 
million trying to covertly 
manipulate politics in Chile. 
The report said that during 
the administrations of John 
Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon, the CIA covert­ 
ly ‘‘financed activities covering 
a broad spectrum, from simple 
propaganda manipulation of the 
press to large-scale support for 
Chilean political parties, from 
public opinion polls to direct at­ 
tempts to foment a military 
coup.” 
It said the CIA underwrote 
more than half of Christian 
Democratic candidate Eduardo 
Frei’s 1964 presidential cam­ 
paign without telling him. sub­ 
sidized a weekly newspaper and 
other publications, supported 
women’s and labor groups and 


arranged 
anti-Communist 
propaganda using press, radio, 
films, pamphlets, posters, lea­ 
flets, direct mailings, paper 
streamers, wall paintings and 
distribution of a pastoral letter 
of Pope Pius XI. 
Much of the activity was 
directed against Marxist Salva­ 
dor Allende. who was elected 
president anyway in 1970 and 
was killed in a CIA-sponsored 
military coup in 1973 
Committee counsel William 
Miller read from a report say­ 
ing the CIA has undertaken 
thousands of covert actions 
around the world since 1947. 
Friends and foes of the CIA 
debated whether it should be 
allowed any role in actively in­ 
fluencing events aboard during 
a “ Pacem in Terris" i Peace on 
Earth) foreign policy con­ 
ference Thursday. 
Outgoing CIA Director Wil­ 
liam Colby and former CIA and 
State Department official Ray 
Cline said such covert actions 
helped keep Western Europe 
from Communist domination. 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Gov 
George Ariyoshi declared the 
Big Island a disaster area 
Thursday evening, releasing 
state aid and requesting federal 
reconstruction assistance 
Ariyoshi’s action followed an­ 
nouncement by scientists that 
the small town of Kalapana is 
sinking as a result of Satur­ 
day’s earthquake 
In signing the disaster 
proclamation, the governor 
freed $500,000 in state funds, 
primarily loans for repair and 
reconstruction of county roads, 
buildings, and other facilities 
It also set in motion state tax 
relief for private homeowners 
and businesses which suffered 
damages 
Ariyoshi toured the affected 
Big island areas Monday by 
helicopter 
In Kalapana. near where 
Saturday's two tremors were 
centered, the area has sunk up 
to three feet, according to Dr 
Robert Tilling, scientist in­ 
charge of the volcano obser­ 
vatory. 
Since the earthquake, the only 
access road leading to Kalapa­ 
na has been awash at high tide 
because of the ground settling 
Hawaii county civil defense 
coordinator Sunny Kim said 
“ the water is coming across the 
road and there is no particular 
heavy wave action to account 
for it. The only deduction we 
can make is that the land has 
dropped." 
County mayor Herbert 
Matayoshi ordered most 
Kalapana families evacuated 
because of possible hazards due 
to the encroaching ocean water 
"I don’t want anybody pan­ 
icking on this." Matayoshi said 
“ We just don't want to take any 
chances until we know what's 
going on."

Community college 'frill' funding cut 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - The 
board of governors for the state 
community college system has 
adopted a finance reform 
proposal that would take state 
funding priority away from 
“ frill" or non-credit courses. 


The proposed policy change, 
adopted Thursday on an 8-2 
vote, would set funding priori­ 
ties within the current financial 
ceiling of 5 per cent increases 
over previous year’s spending. 


But the board called on the 
legislature and the governor to 
consider increasing the amount 
of state assistance to college 
districts in an equal proportion 
to any rise in state revenue 
A spokesman said the dollar 
impact of the proposed reform 
probably would not be available 
until the board’s Feb 
18 
meeting in Sacramento The en­ 
tire package is to be presented 
to the legislature for considera­ 
tion. 


large increases in college 
enrollment for what he consid­ 
ered frill or leisure course of­ 
ferings that appeared to be 
“ money makers’’ for local dis­ 
tricts at state expense. The 
board proposed priorities would 
permit a fixed amount of state 
aid to go to each school district

with additional money going to 
districts on the basis of size, 
educational, cultural and 
economic background and geo­ 
graphic location of potential 
students. 
The proposal would still per­ 
mit to continue noncredit 
courses but each would have to 
raise the money locally through 
use fees.

Tight business conditions seen 
in agriculture in coming year 


SACRAMENTO (CPI) - 
Tight business conditions will 
prevail in agriculture next year 
because of slow recovery from 
the recession, increased labor 
costs and world economics, ac­ 
cording to two farm econo­ 
mists. 


Dr. Eric Thor, director of 
communications at the Univer­ 
sity of California, and Dr Kirby 
Moulton, an agricultural 
economist, told the state Board 
of Food and Agriculture Thurs­ 
day that growers should expect 
oniy a "fair to good" year in 
1976 


Thor said farm labor con­ 
tracts would probably increase 
costs to the growers from 8 to 
10 per cent next year. He said 


this increase would probably be 
partially offset by increased 
productivity and a decrease in 
some other costs, such as fer­ 
tilizer and capital equipment 
outlay 
He predicted a ‘‘turning 
point" for beef sales and said 
cattlemen can expect a good 
year with no drop in prices or 
sales. 
“The consumers have gotten 
used to the current prices." 
Thor said 
But Moulton predicted only a 
fair year for some commodities 
and fruits and vegetables 
He said weaker prices are ex­ 
pected for the rice crop 
because of the loss of some 
Southeast Asian markets "It is 
a most uncertain situation," he

Indians were headed from the 
hills in the floodswept Pacific 
Northwest, joining some 2,000 
other refugees from the watery 
rampage, but intermittent 
glimpses of the sun bouyed 
hopes that the worst may be 
over.

Runaway rivers and streams 
burst over their banks and 
devoured homes and farms. 

Dan Evans 
declared a state of emergency 
to help cities and counties 
qualify for federal disaster 
relief funds. Refugees — many 
carried to safety by helicopters 
and boats — camped in 
churches, schools, grange halls 
and motels. 
Some coastal rivers were still 
on the rise as heavy rains and 
70-mile-an-hour winds lashed 
Washington and Oregon Thurs­ 
day. But the sun occasionally 
peeked through and officials 
said the floods might ease to­ 
day. 
The latest round of floods 
drove 158 Indians from their 
reservation on Washington's 
Olympic Peninsula, boosting 
the number of refugees from 
the flooding to more than 2,000

Some 70.000 railroad shop craft 
workers soon will enjoy a 15 per 
cent retroactive pay rai.se and 
improved work rules as the 
result of a bargaining session 
that took them to the brink of a 
nationwide rail strike 
The tentative contract agree­ 
ment was reached Thursday 
after nearly four days of 
negotiations conducted in a 
Washington hotel by federal 


mediator W ,J Ilsery The talks 
ended a year-long round of 
railroad bargaining with 13 un­ 
ions 
Using exhaustion as a media­ 
tion tool. Usery had spent most 
of his time since .Monday shuttl­ 
ing between union and manage­ 
ment hotel rooms with contract 
proposals 
Occasionally he brought the 
two sides to a common table 
spread with a d(K»dle-marred 
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pink cloth and strewn high with 
newspapi'rs. cigarette butts and 
dirty coffee cups 
The talks began under the 
pressure of a 6 a m KST Thurs­ 
day strike deadline 
But the 
threat eased Wednesday night 
as differences over work rules 
began to melt and negotiations 
continued beyond the deadline 
The agreement finally was 
reached Thursday, when Usery 
announced he had averted a 
walkout that would have shut 
down the nation’s railroads 
The negotiators, who appeared 
wearier than Usery, were 
pleased 


“ We do not believe we will 
have any problem with the 
ratification," said .lames Yost, 
head of the AFL-('IO railway

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
House has passed a bill to ex­ 
tend antirecession tax relief 
and raise new revenues through 
reforms even though President 
Ford called from Peking to say 
that if it reaches the White 
House without a spending cap 
he will veto it. 
The bill passed Thursday on a 
257-168 vote It triggered the 
presidential 
veto threat 
because the House refused to 
attach a $395 billion spending 
ceiling for fiscal year 1977. 


The Senate is expected to 
make some adjustments, hold­ 
ing over until next year the 
loofrfiole closing provisions to 
raise $13 billion in new 
revenues while agreeing to a 
limited extension of the 1975 tax 
reductions. 


Strategists planning Senate 
revisions hope to produce a bill 
the President cannot refuse 


About $13 billion in individual 
tax reductions and about $2 5 
billion in business tax relief on 
the books for 1975 will expire 
Jan 1 if there is no new legisla­ 
tion. 


House Republican leader 
John Rhodes said that in a 
Peking-to-Washington 
call, 


Ford reaffirmed his intention to 
veto the House bill if there was 
no agreement to put a lid on 
spending in 1977 to partly offset 
the revenues lost by granting 
tax relief 


A Republican attempt to 
recommit the bill to the Ways 
and Means Committee with in­ 
structions to report it back with 
a spending ceiling was defeated 
220-202. 


During the debate, five 
amendments were considered 
and three were adopted. Each 
would have increased tax 
burdens for special interest 
groups. The two that failed in­ 
volved the real estate industry 
and multinational corporations 


which have overseas sales out­ 
lets for American-made goods 


The tax relief provisions in­ 
clude a one-year credit which 
would reduce taxes on individu­ 
als up to $240 — 2 per cent of all 
income up to $12,000 Also, the 
hill would make permanent the 
standard deduction tables, a 
maximum of $2.300 for singles 
and $2,600 for couples and a 
minimum $1,600 for singles and 
$1,900 for couples

Well, Strock is alive and well and living in Miami and 
he’ll be the man the Miami Dolphins will be counting on 
to carry them to an American Conference Eastern Divi­ 
sion title.

time for Strock to earn his keep 
The 6-foot-5. 200-pound Strock. who had not thrown a

Griese has confidence in Strock

INGLEWOOD, Calif (UPI) - Four- 
time world champion Ruben Olivares, 
his face bruised and puffed up in defeat, 
stood in front of his dressing room 
mirror after the bout and took a good 
look at the 27-year-old fighter who is 
regarded by some as the greatest 
bantamweight champ in history.

“ No. why?” Olivares told reporters in 
his dressing room Thursday night. 
Minutes before, the Mexico City 
veteran had been beaten by relative up­ 
start Danny “ Little Red” Lopez, suffer­ 
ing four knockdowns in the scheduled 10- 
round featherweight bout at the Forum 
The final blow, a right to the chin 
tnrown by the 23-year-old Lopez, 
came late in the seventh round and 
referee Dick Young counted the former 
champion out at 1:59 into the round The 
loss dashed any hopes for a rematch 
between Olivares, who suffered only his 
seventh loss in 86 fights, and WBC 
featherweight champion David Kotey of 
Ghana, who wrested the championship 
away from Olivares last September 
“ This would be the best time for 
Ruben to retire,” said veteran Mexican 
fight manager Cuyo Hernandez, who 
worked Olivares’ corner and helped 
prepare him for the bout. 
"And I’ll advise him to do that, but I 
don’t think he will.” Hernandez added 
"On the contrary, now he’ll want to con­ 
tinue more than ever.” 
Olivares, 127v«, came out swinging 
with both hands as a 10-8 favorite in the 
first round, scoring the first knockdown 
some two minutes into the round. 
Most ringsiders, however, felt Lopez’ 
fall to the canvas was a slip. 
But Lopez rose quickly, and after hav­ 
ing his gloves wiped clean, floored 
Olivares 30 seconds later with a short 
right. A left hook by the young 
Alhambra, Calif., boxer sent Olivares 
down for another mandatory eight count 
shortly before the first round ended. 
Olivares’ third trip to the canvas came 
with a minute remaining in the second 
round when Lopez launched a combi­ 
nation of lefts and rights. 
The tables briefly turned in the third 
round when Olivares, the two-time 
former bantam and featherweight king, 
began connecting with combinations. He 
opened a two-inch cut over his op­ 
ponent’s right eye midway through the 
round and many in the crowd numbering 
9,084 began to chant, “ Mexico, Mexico.” 


But Lopez. 125» 2. took control in the 
fifth round and in the sixth, unleashed a 
series of combinations that had his more 
experienced opponent reeling back 
across the ring on a couple of occasions. 
Blows to Lopez' body by Olivares early 
in the seventh round was ended by Lopez 
short right to Olivares’ chin that sent 
him to the canvas for good 
"Ruben did everything possible to 
win,” said Hernandez “ But his opponent 
was just too strong " 
"He’s a little awkward, but he’s as 
strong as hell,” Olivares said of Lopez 
Lopez, now hoping for a match with 
Kotey, possibly in February at the 
Forum, said beating Olivares 
is like 
beating Muhammud Ali. He (Olivares) 
was one of the greatest 
"Little Red,” brother of former world 
welterweight contender Ernie “ Indian 
Red” Lopez, was to receive 25 per cent 
of the gate of $103.265, while Olivares 
was to get 40 per cent of the gross. 
The victory boosted Lopez’ record to 
28-3 with 27 knockouts.

The match will take place March 9 near one of the Samoan 
islands. Cropp said 
Bill Sargent identified himself as the promoter of the event, say­ 
ing he hopes to take in from $10 million to $50 million by charging 
up to $20 a seat to see the match on closed circuit television 
Sargent said they hoped to get All. motorcycle daredevil Evel 
Knievel or sportscaster Howard Cosell to broadcast the event 
Cropp. 39, told a news conference he is an Australian shark 
hunter who has written five books on sea life and killed hundreds of 
sharks in his career. He will enter the lagoon wearing a snorkel 
and armed with a spear gun for the contest, he said 
“ It s like trying to shoot an elephant with a 22,“ he said “ It’s 
difficult but it can be done." 
Why is he doing it0 “ For the money." he said Sargent has 
promised him $1 million 
Cropp and Sargent were confronted by Harold Melmker. director 
of the Humane Association's Hollywood office, who protested the 
event as cruelty to sharks. “ The American Humane Association 
and its allied organizations throughout the world will do everything 
they can to prevent this.’’ he vowed 
“ There can be no excuse or justification for killing a living 
creature simply for amusement." 
Sargent said they planned to capture three great wh.te sharks in 
the 18-foot range and use the liveliest in the duel To guarantee the 
shark's interest, it will not be fed for two days before going into the 
ring

DEAR DESPERATE — The National Institute of 
Rug Cleaning suggests the following for the removal of 
wine stains; Dissolve one teaspoon of a detergent for 
delicate fabrics in one half-pint lukewarm water. I ’se 
only a small amount at a time and blot up with clean 
white absorbent material, continue until no more stain 
is on the cloth. Next use one-third cup white vinegar in 
two-thirds cup lukewarm water, blot and continue un­ 
til all is clean. Always test first. If this does not 
remove the stain you may have already tried 
something that has made it indelible and will have to 
call a professional rug cleaner. —- POLLY.

But Nixon gave 
no assassination orders

Yet the Sandbergs, apparently because 
of th e ir brief a sso c ia tio n with 
Abramovich, were grilled for 10 hours. 
They were accused of being Israeli spies, 
of smuggling documents, of engaging in 
“hostile” acts against the Soviet Union. 
They were told that they wouldn’t be 
going home for four or five years, that 
they wouldn’t be seeing their three 
children for a long time. Several times, 
Adele Sandberg broke down and wept. 
In the end. the Sandbergs were packed 
off to Romania. The local communist 
paper later portrayed them as Zionist 
agents and excoriated Abramovich as a 
man who “slanders the country that had 
raised him.” Such public denunciation 
often is a prelude to a trial and sentence. 
Another Miami couple. Ralph and 
Miriam Gordon, were taking pictures in 
Soviet Armenia last September when 
Ralph suddenly died of a heart attack. 
The Soviets forcibly injected Miriam 
with medication, interrogated her for 
hours and accused her of slipping poison 
was allowed to return home after 
several anxious da vs 
anxious days. 
Footnote: The State Department has 
lodged official protests over the 
maltreatment of American citizens. Our 
calls to the Soviet Embassy were not 
returned. 


What is going on in the matter of 
Chile? If one reads the cosmopolitan 
press and views the televised media, one 
would think Chile the ganglion of all 
social and political evils of our genera­ 
tion Now there is a great deal going on 
in Chile that is unpleasant, and there are 
some things going on in Chile that are 
outrageous. But the 
fixed stare in the 
direction of Chile, 
given the circ u m ­ 
stances of its recent 
history, can only be 
compared with the 
outrage that swept the 
m anipulable world 
when Franco executed 
five murderers a cou­ 
ple of months ago. 
The perspective is 
provided by scanning 
the sponsors of a 
resolution carried through the United 
Nations General Assembly, excoriating 
Chile for its denial of human rights. 
These sponsors included Algeria, 
Bulgaria, Cuba. Czechoslovakia, and 
Poland. There isn’t an Algerian, 
Bulgarian, Cuban, Czechoslovak, or Pole 
who would not consider as idyllic, in 
comparison with his own, the life of a 
typical Chilean. 
We voted for that resolution, but with 
a gesture of reluctance that becomes a 
great power singling out for alarm a 
williwaw while ignoring the typhoons in 
the big and sassy parts of the world, 
most conspicuously the Communist 
states. Ambassador Moynihan, in his 
electric motion calling for world wide 
am nesty for political prisoners, 
delivered a brilliant speech singling out 
the important distinctions. He quoted 
Stephen Spender, who went to Spain dur­ 
ing the civil war to act out his conscience 
in protest against Franco — only to dis­ 
cover, as George Orwell did, and even­ 
tually, Arthur Koestler, that the other 
side was at least equally guilty of 
atrocities. 
“It came to me,” Moynihan quoted 
Spender at the UN, “that unless I cared 
about every m urdered child in­ 
discriminately, I didn’t really care about 
children being murdered at all.” Thus 
Moynihan, quite properly, deplores the 
suppression of peaceable political dis­ 
sent everywhere — and asks his 
colleagues to meditate on one or two 
anomolies that don’t receive much atten­ 
tion at the UN. 
He pointed out that 23 of the co­ 
sponsors of the usual anti-South African 
resolution of the Assembly have political 
prisoners of their own, and of course the 
figure for Chile is comparable. He went 
on to say that there are, in South Africa 


— which shares the general obloquy 
along with Chile — about 100 political 
prisoners, so far as we know And how do 
we know? Because there is a vigorous 
opposition press in South Africa. He 
quoted from the Monthly Bulletin of the 
impeccable International Press In­ 
stitute, whose African director recently 
wrote, “The unpalatable fact is — and 
this is something that sticks in the throat 
of every self-respecting African who will 
face it — that there is more press 
freedom in South Africa than in the rest 
of Africa put together.” 
The press is not that free in Chile, but 
it is freer than in most of the countries 
that have criticized Chile. Mr. Moynihan 
progressed How do we know what is go­ 
ing on inside these countries? Much has 
been made of General Pinochet’s refusal 
to permit a UN “ Working” Committee 
investigating human rights into Chile. 
“This is true,” Mr. Moynihan said. “ But 
it is only part of the truth. The whole 
truth would include the fact that 
Amnesty International and the Inter­ 
national Red Cross were permitted to 
visit Chile. Moreover, if the visit of the 
Working Group had gone through, it 
would have been the first time in history

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - As the 
story goes, Ronald Reagan is walking 
through his campaign headquarters and 
comes across an aide who is preparing a 
promotional paper. The paper describes 
Reagan as honest, forthright, energetic, 
enthusiastic, candid and decisive. 
Reagan reads it and frowns. “ Dammit, 
man,” he says, “you 
forgot modest.” 
The story is only a 
story, of course, but it 
has some instructional 
value. With the formal 
addition of ex-actor 
R e a g a n 
th e 
preliminary aspects of 
the 1976 presidential 
campaign have largely 
ended; now the real 
vaudeville begins. 
From here to a year 
from now at least 10 
Democratic and two Republican can­ 
didates will be spending millions of 
dollars and hundreds of thousands of 
man-hours in desperate attempts to con­ 
vince the nation they are indeed honest, 
forthright, energetic — and modest. 
Before it’s over Americans will be asked 
to choose much more than a President — 
in effect, a kind of supreme being. 
This said, the story of Reagan in his 
campaign office is not actually far from 
the truth at that. C andidates do 
shamelessly bill themselves as more 
than mortal, the One Indispensable 
Hope. In this respect campaigns actually 
ask voters to canonize candidates, and 
strive mightily to present the justifica­ 
tions. Thus the nation is seldom allowed 
to see the aspirants in any other state 
than ascension, for the difference 
between winning and not is often how 
well a candidate and his staff are able to 
hide the candidate’s human defects. 
Take 1972 as illustration. That year 
George McGovern was transformed 
cosmetically from a quiet bumpkin to a 
man whose staff went regularly to 
Washington's most elaborate hair styling 
salon. Richard Nixon underwent daily 
sunlamp duty, in part to take the 
shadows from his jowls. Edmund Muskie 
is said to have once covered a pimple on 
his neck with tape and blamed it on a 
shaving accident. And some candidates 
had aides whose job it was, just before a 
campaign show, to brush the dandruff 
from the In d isp en sa b le H ope’s 
shoulders. 
Beyond the physical, moreover, the 
need for cloaking candidates in the 
camouflage of excellence is even 
greater Muskie might have been Presi­ 
dent today had he not broken down 
emotionally during the New Hampshire 
primary. Nixon might never have been 
President had the citizenry listened in on 
any of his earthy private conversations. 
“You can’t afford frailties," says a top

that any government had permitted such 
a visit.” 
And then Moynihan quoted a letter of 
Professor Milton Friedman published in 
the Wall Street Journal: “On the at­ 
mosphere in Chile, it is perhaps not 
irrelevant that at two universities, the 
Catholic University and the University of 
Chile, I gave talks on The Fragility of 
F ree d o m ,’ in which I explicitly 
characterized the existing regime as uri- 
free, talked about the difficulty of main­ 
taining a free society, the role of free 
markets and free enterprise in doing so, 
and the urgency of establishing those 
preconditions for freedom. There was no 
advance or ex post facto censorship, the 
audiences were large and enthusiastic, 
and I received no subsequent criticism.” 
“ More and more,” Mr. Moynihan said, 
“ the United Nations seems only to know 
of violations of human rights in countries 
where it is still possible to protest such 
violations.” Causing one to ponder the 
question, yet again: what is it that ac­ 
counts for the extraordinary success of 
the organized Left in training the atten­ 
tion of the world on the Chiles of the 
world — while ignoring the Cubas. More, 
in due course.

In an age of good 
guy — bad guy simplification, when 
public overexposure is unavoidable, can­ 
didates can not afford tics. Therefore 
watch this time for short candidates to 
avoid being photographed aside tall peo­ 
ple, for turkey-necked Ronald Reagan to 
avoid open neck shirts, and for hired 
professionals to advise on proper dress. 
Watch also for a combined weight loss of 
150 pounds; messiahs do not flab at the 
belt. 
The vaudeville promises to be in­ 
teresting, if only because deification 
competition is spirited, and because, as 
Eisenhower once said, “things are more 
like they are now than they have ever 
been before.” President Ford has had his 
teeth recapped. Hubert Humphrey is 
tinting his hair again. Ronald Reagan 
has no body odor. The One Indispensible 
Hope? There ain’t just one. All these 
fellows are modest.
